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WEEKLY REVIEW. 


The stringency in the money market for 
the past week was due to the preparations 
for July payments of interest, but lower 
rates are expected this week. Money on call 
ranged from 60 to 4 per cent., the average 
for the week being about 15 per cent., with 
renewals at 12 to 16 percent. Time money is 


in good demand, with the supply small. the 
rates being at6 per cent., 1 per cent for com- 
mission for 30 to 90 days, and 6 per cent., 2 
per cent for commission “or longer periods. 
Commercial vaper continues dull and 
supplies abundant aud increasing. Rates 
are 8s@12 per cent. for 60 to 90 
days indorsed bills receivable, 8@12 per 
cent. for 4 months acceptances, and 8@12 per 
cent.for good singie names having 4 to 6 
months to run.

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EFFECT OF TARIFF REDUCTION. 


Considerable discussion as to the 
probable effect of a revision of the 


present tariff on the basis of the plan 


proposed by the Tariff Reform Olub, 
has followed the publication of that 
plan. One ofits conspicuous merits 
is its simplicity, while one of its de- 
fects is the comparatively small num-

cle mentioned in any of the schedules 
cannot be mistaken, and the assess- 
ment of duty, specific or ad valorem, 
is simply and satisfactorily accom- 
plished, but “similar preparations” 
leaves @ loophole for evasions and

as before stated, is simple, it would 
be greatly improved by the elimina- 
tion of ‘“‘drag-net’’ clauses and all 
ambiguous generalizations. It isnot 
our intention at this time to criticise 
the schedule prepared by the Tariff 
Reform Olub, but in the endeavor to 
estimate the probable effect such a 


change of tariff rates would have, 
these features

On articles embraced in schedule E 


a duty of twenty per cent. is proposed. 
In this is included varnishes, on 
which the reduction would be fifteen 


per cent., which, while probably tend- 


ing to foster imports, would not seri. 
ously affect manufacturers here. 


Starch shows a large reduction,which 
may be expected to cause an increase 
of imports. On paints and colors not 
enumerated this is a reduction of only 


five per cent., but as in this proposed 


bill practically all paints are includ- 


ed, as also white lead, it will be seen 
that some radical changes are pro- 
posed. This would mean a large 
influx of English white lead and 
French zine white. Both crude and 
refined glycerine are in this schedule 


and as there is, in the present tariff, a 


large difference, the tendency will be 
to increase the imports of refined. 
Morphia shows a reduction. The 
rate on the sodas is reduced as also 
on the potashes, and on prussiate the 
reduction is considerable. In this 
schedule are the alkaloids, alkalies 
and salts, as also the medicinal prep- 
arations, all showing a small reduc- 
tion. 


In schedule F, on which a fifteen 
per cent. duty ie proposed, is included 
vegetable oils not elsewhere enume- 
rated. As this includes both castor 
oil and linseed oil it means a large 
reduction, which may bring about 
changes in the trade in these com- 
modities. The reduction in linseed 
oil may admit of the importation of 
oil made from Calcutta seed, notwith- 
standing that there is also a reduc- 
tion proposed on the seed. The re- 
duction on castor oil is radical and 
may cause changes difficult to fore- 
tell. 

In schedule G, on which duty at the 
rate of ten per cent. is proposed, are 
included glues, on which the reduc- 
tion varies consiterably; soda ash; 
sponges; castor beans and linseed, on 
both of which the reduction is large,

Beginning with schedule D in the 


which a duty of twenty-five per cent. 
ad valorem is provided, we find glass 
This provides for a 
reduction varying from twenty to 
eighty or more per cent, and may, in 
some cases, as window glass, have a 
depressing effect on the industry, 
manufacturers claiming that twenty- 
five per cent. does not represent the 
difference in the cost of labor paid by 
American and foreign makers. Asa 
reduction is proposed in the crude 
materials, however, the difference 
will not prove so great, and possibly 
after the new tariff is in operation the 
lot of the manufacturer of glass will 
not prove so hard as is now made to 





sufficiently so to warrant the expec- 
tation of increased imports. 

Schedule H comprises the free list, 
which includes all articles in the free 
lists of 1883 and 1890. It also includes 
barytes, borax and boracic acid, cam- 
phor, chloroform, isinglass, indigo, 
ethers, iodine, iodoform, dyewood ex- 
tracts, magnesia, sugar of milk, ani- 
mal and mineral oils, phosphorus, 
sulphur in all forms, bristles. It will 
be noticed that on some of these arti- 
cles the present duty is high and its 
removal may cause manufacturers 
here to abandon their production as 
unprofitable. The effect expected 
will be to greatly lessen their cost to 
the consumer, and it is a question for 
the political economist to determine 
whether the benefit derived by the 
larger number of consumers is of 
more consequence than the foster- 
ing of enterprises which can only be 
perpetuated by the retention of 
heavy import duties.

CO-OPERATIVE BUYING. 


An innovation, which may develop 
into important proportions, has been 
inaugurated by the master painters’ 
associations at Pittsburgh and Phila- 
delphia, it being a plan of contracting 
for supplies in large quantities in 
order to secure the lowest price to the 
members, and is denominated co- 
operative buying. The plan as pur- 
sued by the Pittsburgh association, 
which was first to bring it into prac- 
tical operation, may be thus briefly 
outlined: The association, though a 
committee, secured quotaticns on 
large lots of white lead to be supplied 
to the members as required, they 
agreeing to take all they use from the 
corroder with whom a contract is con- 
cluded, the seller to make deliveries 
and collect from each member thus 
making each account an _ indivi- 
dual transaction. The benefit to the 
seller is that he secures a number of 
customers who are pledged to buy of 
him at a specified price and defi- 
nite terms. That the _ seller 
looks favorably on the scheme is 
evidenced by the fact that whereas 
the lowest price of white lead is six 
and one half cents per pound, less two 
and one-half per cent. discount for 
cash, if purchased in lots of twelve 
tons, the Pittsburgh association was 
enabled to make a contract under 
which its members receive their sup- 
plies at six cents per pound, less the 
game discount, and they get their 
supplies as they require them. The 
Philadelphia association secured even 
better terms for its members, the gain 
in their case being said to be about 
ten per cent, 

This is believed to be the beginning 
of a new movement whose develop- 
ment and ultimate effects on trade it 
would be difficult to estimate. The 
scheme may be said to be as yet an 
experiment, but thus far it has proven 
satisfactory to the buyers and pre- 
sumably so to the sellers. If it proves 
practicable in the case of white lead 
there is no reason why it should not 
prove equally so with linseed oil, col- 
ors and other articles used by paint- 
ers, and doubtless the plan will be 
extended to embrace the other more 
important articles used by them. 
Other trades will watch the develop- 
ment and success of this somewhat 
novel, but apparently practical, 
scheme, and it will not be long before 
other trade organizations will copy 
the plan in order to profit by the ad- 
vantages it secures to those purchas- 
ing supplies under it. 

In the case of white lead, which is a 
staple article and has persistently 
been quoted at six and one-half cents 
per pound when sold in quantities of 
twelve tons, this pooling of purchas- 
ing interests has brought about a 
material reduction in the cost of the 
article to those so associated, and as 


competition for trade is keen it is 
probable that when other ‘associa- 
tions adopt the plan they will do 
equally as well, if not better. If this 
much can be accomplished on an 
article which has for months been 
quoted at a uniform price, and the 
minimum made only on large quan- 
tities, what advantages in the way of 
low prices may be secured on articles 
on which the price has not been fixed, 
or on which there is a variation be- 
tween different dealers or manufac- 
turers? We have not heard any 
serious objections urged against the 
plan by manufacturers, and the 
buyers appear enthusiastic in their 
indorsement, 

The effect of a general adoption of 
this plan of purchasing supplies may 
be regarded as inimical to the inter- 
ests of jobbers and distributors, as 
purchases on this plan will probably 
be made from manufacturers or im- 
porters. Naturally brokers and job- 
bers will not look kindly on the ex- 
tension of this system of making pur- 
chases, as the profits made by the 
middlemen will go to the consumers, 
Of course, under this plan, the seller 
is compelled to open a number of ac- 
counts to dispose of the same amount 
of goods, but he secures permant cus- 
tomers and exercises his own judg- 
ment in the granting of credits. It is 
an interesting departure whose de- 
velopment will be watched with keen 
interest by all interested—manufac- 
turers, jobbers, brokers and consu- 


mers,

CONCERNING LINSEED OIL. 

A week ago we took occasion to 
comment, both editorially and statis- 
tically, on fluctuations in flaxseed, 
It did not seem necessary to call at- 
tention to the circumstance that oil 
had not varied in like proportion, be- 
cause at that time there were, in both 
the East and West, limited holdings 
of speculative stocks which were gen- 
erally regarded as a mild menace to 
stability. These holdings having 
been practically wiped out in both 
sections, some existing features of 
the present situation in linseed oil 
seem to justify comment. 

So far as the West is concerned, the 
position of affairs is anomalous in 
several particulars. The trade has 
long been accustomed (and particu- 
larly in the days when the utter lack 
of harmony among crushers formed 4 
salient feature of the situation) to see 
the linseed oil market take care of it- 
self toward the close of the crop year. 
The firm tone which has prevailed for 
several months past exhibits one point 
of contrast. But above and beyond 
this, advices from that section indi- 
cate a positive upward tendency. Of 
this there seems to be little question, 
yet just when this tendency will bear 
positive fruit is problematical, partic- 
ularly in view of reported large hold- 
ings controlled by either “combina- 
tion” or “independent” mills. There 
islittledoubt as to the existence of a 
disposition to advance prices, nor is 
there much qustion that circum{ 
stances favor such amovement. Avail- 
able stocks of seed in the west are 
being steadily reduced. Our Chicago 
correspondent reports rather freer 
arrivals this week, but it is not at all 
a violent presumption to assume that 
a portion of the flax coming into that 
market is destined to replace seed sold 
from store for July delivery. At all 
events it does not appear to be com- 
ing upon the market, despite the pres- 
ence of buyers. Besides this consid- 
eration, lower rates of exchange, 
easier freights and a rumored short- 
age in East Indian and Russian 
crops, have all combined to bring 
buyers for export into the mar- 
ket. The sharp appreciation abroad 
in natural feed has somewhat stim~ 


ulated foreign inquiry for cake. That 
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there is little cake here is a conceded 
fact, and it is equally well known 
that this article is labled “British,” 
is-regarded in the United Kingdom 
as at once more palatabje and nutri- 
tious for live stock than anything 
Yankeedom can supply. In this con- 
juncture of affairs the English 
orusher finds himself confronted with 
a temptation to mix his limited stock 
of Calcutta seed with a mild propor- 
tion of American flax. These con- 
siderations may serve partially to 
explain the disposition to place 
@ high valuation on seed known 
to be destined for exportation. They 
may also account for some of 
the heavy shipments “‘to vessel’’ from 
Ghicago during the last few weeks. 
When, in addition to all these facts, 
there is taken into account the in- 
crease in consumption, there would 
seem to be some foundation for the 
rumor that before the arrival of new 
crop seed in Ohicago the current price 
of linseed oil may be looked upon as 
a cheap valuation. Just now crushers 


seem to be masters of the situation.

LOW PRICED CUTCH. 


The market for cutch during the 
past three months has been practi- 
cally lifeless, there having been a 
total absence of all speculative in- 
terest shown in this article, while the 
regular consumptive demand has also 
decreased to a considerable extent, 
owing to the general depressed condi- 
tion of trade, more particularly in 
those lines which constitute the mar- 
ket for dyes and dyestuffs, The chief 
cause for this apathy on the part of 
buyers, is said to be their unwilling- 
ness to invest heavily with the mar- 
ket in ites present dull and unsettled 
condition, they apparently believing 
that with a continuance of the present 
stagnation and the fear that further 
supplies will be added to a market al 
ready abundantly supplied, a break 
will soon occur in prices, and the 
value of this article will be reduced 
to a figure where liberal purchases 
could be made with comparative 
safety. Notwithstanding the dullness 
of trade, however, there seems to be 
no present disposition on the part of 
holders to offer concession as an in- 
ducement to free purchasing, they 
evidently preferring to retain their 
stocks rather than to further sacrifice 
their already meager profits. How 
long this state of affairs will exist is a 
matter of mere conjecture, but there 
is little in the present outlook to war- 
rant the belief that the situation will 
materially alter in the immediate 


future,

THE POSITION OF GAMBIER. 


The very low price of silver has re- 
cently brought into prominence the 
products of East India, whose curren- 
cy has been based on the market val- 
ue: of silver. Among such articles 
gambier may be mentioned as itis 
one of the most important articles on 
the list. Yet the dull condition of 
this article is not wholly attributable 
to this cause. The extremely low 
freight rates, on account of the scar- 
city of ready freight, has been a very 
important factor in the determination 
of the cost of this article to the Amer- 
ican consumer. 

The early part of this year witnessed 
very high prices for gambier as the 
market, during the month of Februa- 
ry, was entirely bare of spot supplies, 
the inclement weather then prevail- 
ing being such asto render prompt 
arrivals impossible. These stocks, 
however, coming to this port a few 
weeks later, and being greatly in- 
creased by the regular monthly ad- 
ditions, prices begun to recede and 
the present low values were soon 
reached. The downward tendency 
which has characterized this market 
gince, April, seems to have been 
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checked and dealers agree in pro- 
nouncing the present values as the 
lowest likely to be r« ached. 

The demand for the past month has 
been very irregular and of small vol- 
ume, due principally to the fact that 
many of the leading tanneries, owing 
to the absence of business and the 
unsettled state of affairs, have ceased 
operations and will not resume again 
until the summer months have 
passed or a better condition exists. 
There is little, however, in the pres- 
ent outlook to warrant the belief that 
an early improvement in market. val- 
ues will ensue. It is true that the 
visible supply is smaller now than it 
was & month ago, but there are still 
ample supplies in the primary markets 
and two thousand bales shipped from 
London to this port has added to our 
present stock. The price for future 
shipments is not above four and one- 
quarter cents and from present indi- 
cations there is no probability of ear- 
ly improvement. 
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IPECAC IMPROVING. 


Throughout the spring season this 
year, the leading features of the trade 
in ipecac root were the receding in- 
terest of consumptive and speculative 
buyers and the resulting decline in 
quotabie values both here and in the 
foreign markets. Until a fortnight 
ago, the movement in the London 
market was particularly sluggish, 
prices were depressed and the situa- 
tion was one from which no one ap- 
peared to hope for much improve- 
ment, but notwithstanding these con- 
ditions, a change for the better has 
setin and ipecac is on a better footing 
now than it has been for several 
months past. Pursuant to past expe- 
rience, our market has substantially 
followed that of London and now that 
the situation is more encouraging 
there, ipecac has asserted its strength 
and values have appreciated here,the 
advance since the middle of June ap- 
proximating fifteen per cent. 

In view of the information now at 
hand, it is a difficult matter to point 
out the true cause for the upward 
course of the market,inasmuch as the 
demand does not seem to’ have been 
unduly stimulated and supplies ap- 
pear to be abundant everywhere. It 
is natural, therefore, to suspect that 
the strong hands which are supposed 
to have been in control of the Lon- 
don market for several years past,are 
to a large extent, directing the pres- 
ent movement, There has been a 
vigorous agitation recently in Lon- 
don against the practice of shippers 
at the primary markets in mix- 
ing inert woody material with the 
root, and at the late auction sales 
these inferior qualities were avoided 
by the English buyers, thereby giv 
ing practical effect to their protests. 
On tne other hand, prime, unadulte- 
rated goods sold at an advance, 
indicating ihat, though stocks of ipe- 
cac root may be large, the supplies of 
first class goods are comparatively 
limited, and as the indications are 
that these grades will generally be 
insisted no in future, this would of. 
ford strong grounds for the existing 
firmness of the market, 

Business here is showing no special 
vitality as regards orders for con- 
sumption, but since the inauguration 
of the current range of prices, opera- 
tors have, in some instances, shown a 
willingness to support their faith in 
the article by the outlay of money for 
quantities. Itis said, however, that 
the principal holders here were not at 
all inclined to make the desired conces- 
sions and are expecting buyers to 
come to their terms. 

The prices quoted now in this mar- 
ket, while relatively lower than they 
have been during the corresponding 
weeks of the past six years, are higher 
than those of the years immediately 





preceding as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing figures for the first week in 
July since 1882, viz.: 1883, 85c, ; 1884, 
80c. ; 1885, 75c. ; 1886, 85c. ; 1887, $2.25; 
1888, $1.67% ; 1889, $1.90; 1890, $1.85; 
1891, $2.00 and 1892, $1.75.

THE SPICE MARKET. 


With one or two exceptions, the de- 
pressed condition of most of the ar- 
ticles in the line of spices has not re- 
cently been relieved by any decidedly 
hopeful features. The course of 
values have followed a downward 
path and no elements have developed 
to arrest the declining tendency. 
Even the interest occasionally im- 
parted to the market by artificial 
conditions has been an absent factor 
in transactions during the past few 
months. This quietude may be 
ascribed mainly to the same causes 
which have depressed and retarded 
business in other departments, the 
lack of demand occasioned by finan- 
cial uncertainty and stringency hav- 
ing a large share in shaping the local 
situation. 

In several of the important spices 
heavy accumulations of stock in the 
principal market centers of the world 
have operated to suppress all buoy- 
ancy which might otherwise have 
shown itself. This is notably the 
case with Zanzibar cloves, of which 
the stocks held in London on June 
10th amounted to the enormous quan- 
tity of 48,686 packages, against 34,521 
at the corresponding date in 1892, 
$7,608 in 1891, 22,969 in 1890, and 21,585 
in 1889. Supplies in the hands of 
American holders have been propor- 
tionately extensive and quotations 
have displayed weakness from which 
the prospect of an early recovery is at 
present clouded. 

The different varieties of pepper 
have also suffered from conditions 
analogous to those which have 
checked the movement in cloves, and 
accordingly prices have gradually be 
come lower for the leading kinds. 

While the supplies of nutmegs have 
not been excessive, the consumption 
has been backward, and activity is 
not one of the" characteristics of the 
market. Among the articles which 
have held their own fairly well may 
be mentioned ginger and pimento, 
but even these have not enjoyed more 
than an ordinarily prosperous season, 

The exceptions to the foregoing re- 
marks apply to cassia budsand Ohina 
cassia, both of which have recently 
stiffened considerably, the stocks in 
China and elsewhere being light and 
held at high figures. Oable advices 
from primary sources of supply indi- 
cate that owing to the severity of last 
winter in China the crop will be much 
less than usual, and late mail advices 
from Canton state that at least one- 
third of the growing bark has been 
destroyed by this cause. The ten- 
dency there is very firm and the 
market has advanced materially,

Quicksilver and Borax in California. 
San FrRANcIisco, June 19, 1893. 


Rather unexpectedly on Monday 
June 12th, the price of quicksilver in 
this market was advanced 50 cents a 
flask, the quotation now being $43 50 
for 50 flasks and under and $43 for 
over 50 flasks. The ostensible reason 
for this advance was an advance of 2s 
6d in London—the real reason is given 
by some non-sympathising people, as 
the fact that the combine have every- 
thing their own way, as far as Cali- 
fornia is coucerned, and that they put 
up the market just because they pos- 
sess the power to doso, Thisadvance 
does not, however, improve the con- 
dition of the market in the slightest 
degree, for stocks continue to increase 
ae For the week ending with 
the 13th inst the receipts at this point 
were 676 flasks, while the production 
at New Almaden must have been 
about 84 flasks. This makes a total 
of 760 flasks on the market for the 
week, Now the exports by sea from 
this port for the week did not exceed 
310 flasks. The average weekly ship- 
ments by rail, taking May as a fair 
example, will be 165 flasks. Thus the 
week’s operations compare as follows: 
Supplies, 760 flasks; disposed of, 475 
flasks; addition to stocks, 285 flasks, 
less the comparatively small pur- 
chases for local consumption. This 
is the exact situation at this point. 
Not a flask was shipped from the New 
Almaden so that the product there is 
being stored. As thereceipts at this 
point for May were 2,389 flasks, and 
the exports by sea 646 flasks, it may 
be seen that accumulation is the 
order of the day. The advance of 50 
cents noted applies only to local busi 
ness, for the export rate is still $34. 

Some new discoveries of cinnabar 
ore have recently been made in Santa 
Clara county, on the borders of Stanis- 
laus, the value of which yet remains 
to be proven. They adjoin the old 
Grayson quicksilver mines. The lo- 
cation is 56 miles northeast of Sara- 
toga and some 38 miles southeast from 
Livermore on the other side of San 
Antoine valley.

ing stirring in this line. Therailroad 
shipments in May were unusually 
large, 54,000 ths from San Francisco;

Key WEst, Fua., June 24, 1893. 


During the past few days certain 
events that have taken place in the 
sponge market here at Key West, 
make it necessary tolay before you 
the facts about a new phase to our 
sponge market. As to the condition 
of this market, absolutely nothing is 
changed. “Sponges are selling con 
siderably below their market value, 
more so than ever.”’ 

As you well know, W. J. H. Taylor 
and Geo. R. Pierce, of this city, and 
Deeker & Oo. and Wm. T. Roberts of 
Tarpon Springs, have been and are 
now under contract with the New 
York Sponge Company not to buy or 
ship sponges to the respective houses 
whom they had been supplying 
with sponges on commission basis be- 
fore the advent of the New York 
Sponge Company. During the last 
few days. having noticed unusual 
movements in this market, I deter- 
mined to find out what wasup. I 
first saw Mr. W. J. H. '‘faylor buying 
sponges, and having stated to him 
that he was thus breaking his five 

year contract with the New York 
Enonge Company, and that thereby 
he was losing his chances to receive 
his monthly salary (for doing noth- 
ing), I received the answer that he 
was breaking no contract, and that to 
the contrary he was buying for four 
different members of the New York 
Sponge Company. 

yr looked for Geo. R. Pierce,who had 
not been seen about town lately, and 
received the information from relia- 
ble sources that he had taken pas- 
sage for Tarpon Spriogs with 
bag and baggage, leaving word be- 
hind that he was “sick abed” at 
home! , 

Information is also received that 
the New York Sponge Company 
offered to buy from the Vollman 


Sponge Company (who have a pur- 


chasing agent here) all the sponges 
that the latter may be willing to sell 


to the New York Sponge Company. 
This arrangement may be profitable 





to the Vollman Sponge Company, but 
it certainly cannot be profitable to 
the jobbers at large who buy supplies 
of sponges from the New York Sponge 
Company, ‘‘composed as it is of all 
the ‘reputable’ sponge houses in New 
York city’ castes their own expres- 
sion). The jobbers at large would 
have to pay them two profits before 
they can realize any themselves, pay- 
ing thus a ‘‘tax d’ octroi,’”’ as it were, 
to the New York ~ wn" Company 
people, who pretend to control not 
only the Florida sponge industry, 
represented by the vessel owners and 
a large population of sponge fisher- 
men, but they push their pretention 
80 far as to endeavor to control the 
respectable mass of the jobbers in 
drugs and paints of the country. 

In order to make it appear to the 
vessel owners and fishermen that the 
market is open, the New York Sponge 
compan? through the great and able 
head of a present. Gustav Lasker, 
directed W. J. H. Taylor, George R. 
Pierce, Decker & Co., Wm. T, Rob- 
erts, who were being paid to do noth- 
ing, to buy sponges, naturally in- 
structing them what tipo to pay. 
The sponges thus bought are shipped 
to the individual members of the New 
York Sponge Company and by said 
members turned in to the New York 
Sponge Company’s warehouse for gen- 
eral distribution amongst its mem- 
bers, 

There is hardly any sponge tospeak 
of coming to the market. This May 
crop, which has been always the larg- 
est and best quality crop of the year, 
is a total failure again on top of the 
last December crop, which was very 
limited. Some vessels which have 
— back succeeded in gathering 

rom 100 to 150 bunches each, when a 
violent gale happened, carrying the 
sponges out to sea and causing dam- 
age to vessels. The next cropcomes 
in September and October, at which 
time we hope to have a gos crop.

$23,854.48 on a note dated June 27, 
payable on demand. 

The firm consists of William OC. 
Banning and Edward H. Bissell, and 
claim a capital of $200,000. Mr. Ban- 
ning, it is said, put over $100,000 into 
the business about a year ago. 

Some few years ago this firm be- 
came interested in the manufacture of 
tannin extract, and associated them- 
selves with the Gondola Tannin Com- 
pany, of Hundingdon, Pa., investing 
about $85,000. 

At the office of the company Mr. 
Bissell declined to say ee 
cerning the liabilities or assets, but it 
was learned that tight money caused 
partof the trouble, they being unable 
to negotiate their commercial paper. 
Their fallure, however, was not un- 
expected as they had not been looked 
upon as a pregressive house for sev- 
eral years,

National Starch Sued. 


An action to recover $2,291.77 has 
been commenced against the National 
Starch Trust by A. H. Shelberg, 
formerly a chemist in their employ. 
The suitis brought to recover three 

ears’ salaryfor breach of contract. 
In 1891 Mr. Shelberg entered into a 
five years’ contract, as a chemist, 
with Mr. Edgar B. Duryea, of the 
Glen Cove Starch Company, on a 
salary of $2,500, the same to be paid 
in equal monthly installments. One 
year later, or on the ist day of May, 
1890, the Glen Cove Starch Oompany 
and other companies of similar char- 
acter merged their separate interests 
into the Starch Trust. The em- 
ployes at that time were notified of 
the consolidation and were informed 
that all contracts with any of the 
several companies were cancelled 
and that their services should be con- 
sidered as weekly. Mr. Shelberg, 
wasanexception, He was not inform- 
ed as to any change in arrangement 
made with the Glen Cove Starch Com- 
pany, and continued to give his ser- 
vices, and to receive the same salary 
in the same manner as before. On 
June ist, 1891, or thirteen months 
after the consolidation was effected, 
he received a letter from the presi- 
dent of the National Starch Trust, 
notifying him that unless he would 
suffer a reduction in salary his ser- 
vices would be dispensed with, that

— monopoly,” which has long 
ampered the trade, has been 
abolished, and in the place of it a 
heavy tax, known as the “frontier de- 
fence tax,’’ ostensibly levied on ac- 
count of the expense to which the 
Ohinese are put by protecting the dis- 
tillers, has been imposed. he tax, 
however, is much less onerous than 
the monopoly, and the new regime 
has resulted in an increase of the ex- 
ports from 759 cwt. in 1889 to 2,624 
cwt. in 1891 and 5,441 cwt, in 1892, 
with every prospect of a further con- 
siderable growth during the present 


year. 
There is still a danger that the Chi- 
nese may fail to grasp the policy of 
encouraging the camphor industry by 
freeing it from taxation as much as 
possible, Even now foreign firms who 
are anxious to establish distilleries 
of their own in Central Formosa can- 
not obtain permission to do so, but 
are told that they must continue to 
buy from the Chinese distillers; still, 
even as it is it appears that the busi- 
can be worked at a good profit, and 
now that the Japanese have com- 
menced to compress and put up their 
camphor for the retail trader it is not 
improbable that in a few years to 
come crude Chinese camphor will ob- 
tain a practical monopoly of the 
European market, and the raw Jap- 
anese become even a greater variety 
than the Chinese was many yearsago.

Speculation in Cloves. 


Cloves have for many years been a 
favorite article with speculators, but 
of late, principally owing to large ac- 
cumulations of stock in the ware- 
houses, they have been soveeey left 
alone. Left to the purely legitimate 
demand, Zanzibar cloves fell last year 
to about the lowest price on record, 
viz.:2%d. per lb. The lowness of the 
price induced speculation, and a 
small syndicate was formed to buy 
up the article. Operations were con- 
ducted on a large scale, and consider. 
able quantities changed hands at 
continually rising prices. During 
April and part of May Zanzibar cloves 
for June-August deliveries were 
quoted 4 1-16d. per lb. The present 
spot quotation for this description is 
8%@3%d. perlb. Itshould be men- 
tioned that Zanzibar cloves are prac- 
tically the clove market, although 
there are both Amboyna and Penang 
sorts to be had in comparatively small 

uantities. The present stock of 

anzibar cloves inthe warehouses is 
48,481 packages, against 35,000 at the 
corresponding period of 1882. The de- 
liveries for the first twenty-one weeks 
of this year amount to 7,483 packages, 
against 8,289 packages during the 
same time last year. It will thus be 
seen that the consumption has sen 
sibly fallen off in consequence of en- 
hanced prices, and that the present 
stock isequal to about three years’ 
requirements, according to the pub- 
lished deliveries up to date. Recent 
advices received from Zanzibar state 
that the next crop promised to be 
large, but owing to the lateness of 
the rains fears were entertained that 
they might have a damaging rather 
than a favorable effect. Clove culti- 
vation in Zanzibar appears to suffer 
considerably from insufficiency of

Itis not our intention to'suggest any 
reason why one firm should be able 
to pay 50 or 60 per cent. dividends, be- 
sides making enormous sacrifices in 
the way of reserve fund, patent ac- 
counts and otherwise, while within a 
few miles a similar concern is in the 
unfortunate position it finds itself 
to-day; but doubtless the directors 
have realized that there is a weak 
point somewhere, even though they 
may not have been able to place their 
fingers upon it. 

e proces is no new venture, It 
has been so highly successful in this 
country as to be used as a luring bea- 
con by company promoters in gen- 
eral; and on the Continent and in the 
United States of America, its balance 
sheets have shown a rich harvest, 

The ammonia soda process, though 
simple in its general description, is 
complex in its detail, and is intric- 
acies are only, we believe, to be solved 
satisfactorily by an engineer with an 
excellent knowledge of chemistry or 
by a chemist with an excellent know- 
ledge of engineering, and such a 
man must possess the most inde- 
fatigable energy in addition. 

For the successful carrying on of 
such a works the superintendent, 
whoever he may be, will most prob- 
ably be required to spend 18 hours out 
of the 24 on the works, and anyone 
with haif an eye, will see that, taking 
auper-excellent qualifications into ac- 
count, the remuneration accorded to 
such a post should be of no mean 
order. The irksome duties of such a 
management are certainly such ag 
would not alone tempt a man to con- 
tinue in it for more than afew years, 
and if he has been successful he well 
merits repose for the remainder of his 
days. 

Perhaps these circumstances have 
not been sufficiently regarded by those 
having charge (in absentia) of such 
works as those under discussion, and 
if we were asked to qualify our re- 
marks we would say that we do not 














consider the usual salary anything 
like an adequate remuneration for 
the pains and toils of watching and 
directing an ammonia soda works, 
And particularly is this the case at 
the present time, the cream has been 
separated, the newcomers having to 
regale themselves on skimmed milk, 
so that a manager’s duties and anxie- 
ties are More onerous and numerous 
than they have ever been before. 
Slowly, yet surely, electrolytic pro- 
cesses are advancing, and will most 
assuredly take their place in indus- 
trial chemistry, so soon as a perma- 
nent anode has been discovered, and 
& porous partition invented to stand 
the test of time. Or perhaps some 
means will be presently perfected to 
annihilate the porous division alto- 
gether, and thus pave the way for a 
reduction in working expenses which 
now weigh down the scale-beam on 
the wrong side. There are not want- 
ing signs that these prohibitive ex- 
penses will before long be reduced to 
a practical limit, and some of the 
ammonia soda companies may then 
find it necessary to reconsider their 
position.

exciting features ‘showing up,” and 


quiescence may be said to be the 
leading characteristic of the trade, yet 


there is undoubtedly a fecling of con- 
fidence regarding the future, among 
the ‘fold heads” and “wait till the 
clouds roll by’’ is their motto. We 
have not the slightest doubt that 
crude will, ere long, take an upward 
movement and that some who can 
afford to keep the drill at work, will 
live lo regret their apathy in connec- 
tion with prospecting. With the re- 


sumption of activity in the crude 


market—a state of affairs we look for- 


ward to as a reality in the not far off 


future—regrets will be concomitant 
therewith on the part of those who 
are of the class to which we refer. 


Those who expect to keep their 


citizenship ‘‘for all time to come,” 
might do worse than encourage 
pounding the rock. Little ups and 
downs occurs in every phase of life 
and in the mercantile world, this fact 
is more frequently noticeable than in 
any other sub-division. The oil busi- 
ness is subject to spasmodic troubles, 
nevertheless it will bear favorable 
comparison with any other line of 
business.

Spirits of Turpentine. 


Three varieties of turpentine are 
met with on the English market— 
American, French and Russian, The 
American is by far the commouest, 
French is scarce, while Russian is be- 
coming more common every day. 
Practically, French and American tur- 
pentine are alike in properties, but 
Russian differs very much from them. 

Turpentine is a limpid water white 
liquid, having a specific gravity rang. 
ing from 0°864 to 0°870, but usually 
being 0°867. It begins to boil ata 
temperature of from 156° to 160° O., 
and entirely distils over below 170° C. 
Fresh samples leave no residue be 
hind them, but old samples, which 
may have been exposed to the air, 
generally leave a small quantity (be- 
low 1 per cent.) of non-volatile resin- 
ous matter. Turpentine is readily 
combustible; it flashes at 36° to 38° 
©. (97° to 100° F.), and burns witha 
smoky flame, evolving a characteris. 
tic odor. 

Turpentine can be mixed in any 
proportion with such bodies as ether, 
carbon bisulphide, alcohol, benzene, 
petroleum — while it is a gocd 
solvent for oils, fats, resins, etc. 

On exposure to the air in bulk tur- 
pentine absorbs oxygen from the at- 
mosphere and becomes viscid, finally 
resinous, at the same time a portion 
of the turpentine volatilizes. In thin 
layers the amount of oxidation isa 
trifle less, for there is more evapora- 
tion owing to the extended surface, 
but the oxidation proceeds somewhat 
further, and a hard resinous body is 
the result. It is this feature of tur- 
pentine which gives it a special value 
above all other spirits to the painter 
and varnish maker, for the resin 
which is formed acts as binding ma- 
terial for the pigment with which it 
may be mixed. 

All other spirits evaporate away 
completely, leaving no residue be- 
hind. In respect to the degree of ox. 
idation, Russian turpentine has the 
most power of absorbing oxygen, 
American next, French least. The 

roduct thus formed, according to 

ingzett, has the formula O,,H,,0,, 
which he calls camphoric peroxide; 
this, on heating with water, gives 
camphoric acid, O,,H,,0O,, and perox- 
ide of hydrogen, H,Q,. 

When exposed to airin contact with 
water, crystals of an oxidation pro 
duct called sobrerol are formed. This 
has the formula O,,H,,0,, and is prob- 
ably an hydroxide of turpentine. 

When repeatediy distilled with a 
small quantity of strong sulphuric 
acid, turpentine undergoes polymeri- 
sation, and two bodies are formed. 
One is known as terebene; this has 
the same composition as turpentine, 
and boils at 160° O., while the other 
known as colophene, has the formula 
C,,H,3, and boils above 300° O. This 
feature of polymerisation (practically 
of being converted from a spirit boil 
ing at a low temperature into a spirit 
boiling at a high temperature) dis- 
tinguishes turpentiue from its substi- 
tutes. 

Nitric acid acts very energetically 





on turpentine, forming a variety of 

oxidation products; if the acid be very 

strong the action becomes so energe- 

oe as to cause the turpentine to take 
re, 

Chlorine, bromine, and iodine act 
with great energy on turpentine, so 
that itis rather dangerous to bring 
these bodies into contact one with an- 
other, as often explosions ensue. 

Turpentine has a strong action on 
polarised light; French turpentine 
causes a@ rotation to the left, its speci- 
fic value being—30 with but little var- 
iation, show that it is pretty constant 
in composition, the pure turpentine— 
terebenthene— has a specific rotation 
—40 American turpentine on the con- 
trary rotates to the ray to the right, 
with a specific rotation ranging in or- 
dinary commercial samples of + 8 to 
+16, the pure terpene—australene— 
has a specific rotation of + 21°56. Itis 
generally considered that American 
turpentine contains a small quantity 
of a leevo-rotatory terpene, and that 
this varies very much in amount, and 
hence the reason why the specific ro- 
tation of American turpentine varies 
more than French turpentine. Arm- 
strong considers that there are only 
two terpenes, which he names detro- 
terebenthene, which is present in 
American turpentine, and particularly 
in Burmese turpentine and levo tere- 
benthene—the characteristic terpene 
of French turpentine, 

Russian turpentine resembles the 
American in many of its properties. 
It is rather more valuable in compo- 
sition and specific gravity, which 
ranges from 0'862 to as much as 0'873, 
It begins to boil at about 150° C., but 
does not completely distill over much 
below 180° C., its principal constituent 
being sylvestrene,_ which boils at 
from 172° to 174° O. It rapidly absorbs 
oxygen from the air, becoming very 
viscid, Partly on this account, and 
partly on account of its stronger 
odor, Russian turpentine has not be- 
come much into use in the prepara- 
tion of paints, although it is rather 
cheaper than American turpentine. 
The vapor of Russian Turpentine has 
the effect on some persons of causing 
headache. Russian turpentine exerts 
a dextro-rotary action on a ray of po- 
larized light; the specific rotation va- 
ries much, and ranges between + 15 
and + 23. The pure terpene—sylves- 
trene—has a specific rotation of + 19: 
so that the commercial oil must con- 
tain terpenes of higher rotary power. 
Russian turpentine is used in the 
preparation of the disinfectent ‘‘san- 


In all other properties Russian tur- 

entine resembles American and 
rench turpentine. 

Turpentine is frequently adulterat- 
ed, the adulterants which are fre- 
quently added are petroleum spirit, 
‘shale napththa, rosin spirit, and coal 
tar naphtha. The fact of the adulte- 
ration and the nature of the adulter- 
ant is an easy thing to ascertain ; that 
of finding the extent of the adultera- 
tion is far more difficult and demands 
care and knowledge on the part of the 
analyst. 

One property distinguishes turpen- 
tine from all its substitutes and adul- 
terants—it is optically active, that is, 
it is capable of acting to a considera- 
ble extent ona ray of polarized light. 
Thus French turpentine has a specific 
rotation of--30, American turpentine 
+9to-+16, Russian turpentine + 15 
to + 32; while the other bodies have 
no such action, 

The specific gravity is a good indi- 
cation of the purity of turpentine, al- 
though it cannot always be relied on 
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especially when resin spirit has been 
added. 

A method of distinguishing and ap- 
proximately aecertaining the amount 
of petroleum or shale naphtha which 
has been added is to distil the turpen- 
tine with the agency of steam: 100cc. 
of the turpentine are placed ina re- 
tort and gently heated with a burner 
through the turpentine a current 
(generated by boiling water in a sep- 
arate flask) is passed from time to 
time, untilno more spirit distils off. 
Now, fresh turpentine will not leave 
behind more than 0°2 per cent. of un- 
distillable matter, old samples will 
leave from 0°5 to 2 per cent.

Manufacture of Soda Alum. 


Unlike the solution of potash or 
ammonia alum, a boiling solution of 
soda alum ofa density of about 60° 
Twaddle’s hydrometer, or 1'3 specific 
gravity gives on cooling scarcely any 
or no crystals, and one which is much 
above this density, instead of yieldin 
on o— a@ crop of well define 
crystals, from which the impure 
‘mother liquor’? may readily be 
drained out, resolves itself into an 
opaque, viscic or cheesy magma, 

It has been proposed to overcome 
these difficuities by running the hot, 
strong solution of soda alum, under 
prescribed conditions, into a cold sat- 
uated solution of soda alum. and by 
that means to obtain good crystals 
free from the cheesy magma above 
mentioned. It has been found, how- 
ever, in actual ae that the 
quantity of cold saturated solution of 
soda alum required for this purpose 
is relatively so large—viz., about 
three times the quantity of the hot 
solution—as to make it difficult by 
ordinary means to so regulate the 
temperature of the whole as to ob- 
tain the crop of crystals, and thus the 
process is rendered unremunerative. 

A magma which requires no treat- 
ment with cold solution, but which 
on being stirred or turned over will 
resolve itself into soda alum crystals 
and mother liquor, is produced as fol- 
lows: A _ hot, highly concentrated 
solution of soda alum is prepared in 
the usual way from ordinary sulphate 
of alumnia and sulphate of soda, or 
from aluminoferric and sulphate of 
soda, and this is mixed with asmaller 
proportion, generally one-half the 
quantity, of cold saturated solution of 
soda alum to yield on cooling a mag- 
ma not too stiff to be freely stirred or 
turned over, 

It is practieally more economical to 
use alumino ferric than a purer sul. 
phate of alumnia. A solution of al- 
umino-ferric of a strength not excsed- 
ing 60° Twaddle, or 1°3 specific gravity 
and in thisis dissolved the requisite 
quantity of ordinary commercial salt 
cake containing the usual percentage 
of sulphate of soda, the prvuportions 
used boing about five parts, by weight, 
of alumino-ferric cake to one part, by 
weight, of salt cake. 

The operation is conducted in the 
lead lined steam dissolving box used 
by alum manufacturers, While steam 
is being blown into this box a stream 
of the alumino-ferric solution is run 
through the box and at the same time 
the salt cake is shovelled till the 
whole of it has been has been dis- 
solved by the alumino-ferric solution. 
The solution thus obtained is run 
into a tightly covered lead lined tank 
in which it is allowed to stand until 
the suspended impurities have been 
settled out. This takes about twenty 
hours. The clear liquid is then run 
off into a lead lined evaporator filled 
with a coil of lead pipes containing 





high pressure steam, and by means 
of this coil the solution is boiled down 
until it attains a strength of about 
90° Twaddle, or 1°45 specific gravity. 
This boiling liquid is then run into a 
cold saturated solution of soda alum 
in the proportion of about two parts, 
by volume, of the hot solution into 
about one part, by volume, of the 
cold liquid, taking care to thoroughly 
mix the two liquids by means of a 
suitable stirrer. The mixed liquid is 
then run into a lead lined cooler of 
such a depth as willallow the magma 
that is to be produced to be easily 
turned over by means of a wooden 
shovel. Then, by means of a wooden 
rake, mixed liquids are agitated and 
cooled until the magma has formed, 
and the magna is then turned over at 
intervals by means of a wooden 
shovel, until it has been brought 
down to ordinary atmospheric tem- 
erature and till it has been trans- 
ormed into good crystals of soda 
alum. The agitation of the mixed 
liquids necessarily tends to cool them 
more quickly, and thus to hasten the 
formation of the magma; but if the 
mixed liquids are allowed to cool 
without agition the magma produced 
may then be turned over, as abov 
described, until it is transforme 
into good crystals. By these means 
the magma is converted within a 
comparatively short time into good 
soda alum crystals, from which the 
impure mother liquor may be readily 
drained out by any well-known 
means or may be separated by a cen- 
trifugal machine. This obtains a 
crop of soda alum crystals equal to 
or greater than the weight of the 
alumino-ferric cake employed to pro- 
duce it. From the resultant mother 
liquor such proportion as will, to- 
gether with the small portion of iron 
removed by the alum itself, withdraw 
all or practically all the iron that was 
introduced by the hot concentrated 
solution is removed, and the remain- 
der of the mother liquor, which is the 
“cold saturated soluion”’ already re- 
ferred to,is reserved for mixing with 
a@ new increment of hot concentrated 
solution, as already decribed. The 
proportion of mother liquor with- 
drawn is utilized either (a) for con- 
vertion into potash alum or ammonia 
alum by well-known means, the al- 
umina being readily crystallized out 
of the solntion as potash alum or 
ammonia alum on the addition of the 
proper potash or ammonia salts, or 
(6) is used either in the liquid form 
or in the form of a cake for the purl- 
fication of sewage or other impure 
waters or for any purpose for which 
impure aluminous compounds may 
be employed.

Senna Prospects. 


From advices just received from 
Tuticorin it would appear that the 

rolonged drought which visited the 
Minnivelly district again this season 
has had a serious effect upon the 
young senna leaves. Deprived of the 
necessary moisture, the leaves could 
not thoroughly develop, and remained 
small, thin and of yellowish color, 
and the crop would probably have re- 
sulted in an utter failure had nota 
steady downpour at the eleventh hour 
averted such a disaster. However, 
the rain came too late to undo the 
whole damage created by the drought, 
and once more we shall have to facea 
crop that leaves much to be desired 
as regards quality. Samples to hand 
show small, thin leaf of inferior color, 
such as we have grown accustomed 
to see at every sale, the bold, 
green, crisp leaf, now 80 scarce

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in our market, is again conspic- 
uous by its absence. Quantita- 
tively, we are told, the crop will prove 
an ayo one. it will now almost 
entirely depend upon the prices which 
London is prepared to pay whether 
large quantities of this inferior stuff 
will find their way into our market or 
not. So far the ruling values have 
certainly been remunerative enough 
to induce the natives to penetrate in- 
to the jungles to pick anything they 
can lay their hands on, The demand 
coming from London for Senna has 
inspired the native dealers with 
the idea that we are holding 
small stocks here and are badly in 
want for new stuff, whereas in reality 
our stocks are by no means small, at 
any rate not of that kind of qualit, 

which the present crop has yielded. 
There is plenty of the inferior stuff 
here, but what is wanted is first qual- 
ity, bold green leaves, and for that we 
are prepared to pay a full value. The 
sooner the natives are made to under- 
stand that fact the better for them and 
for us; it might have a cooling effect 
upon their present desire to ship all 
they can to London. The high prices 
which they expect to realize will cer- 
tainly not be paid, although itis more 
than likely thatthe present range of 
values will be maintained for some 
time to come, at least until the au- 
tumn. By their desire to participate 
of the full prices paid here the natives 
will continue to ship every bale to our 
port, to the almost entire exclu- 
sion of America, which will have 
the effect of forcing that country 
to cover her requirements in our 
market, which, considering that New 
York alone received about half of last 
year’s crop in direct shipments, will 
mean a good demand and fair trade 
for London. But as in all similar 


cases, the natives will not know 
where to draw the line; they will ship 
indiscriminately, and towards the au- 
tumn our market will be swamped 
with low class Senna, with the natural 
result of bringing down prices. Good 
quality stuff will be scarcer and dearer 
than ever.—London Com. Record.

White Lead.—The month closed 
with trade not 80 active as at the be- 
ginning of the month, though when 
all thiogs are considered it is surpris- 
ing that the volume of  busi- 
ness has been so well maintained, 
even though the financial situation is 
aserious one. The paint trade, on 
the whole, has kept up its reputation 
for promptness in settling its obli- 
gations, and rarely hasan extension 
been requested by any of the many 
purchasers of this article. In some 
instances deliveries upon existing 
contracts have been held back, but 
this is not unusual at_ this 
period of the year when grinders 
as a rule shut down for their 
usual summer repairs. There has 
been only a limited demand for round 
lots, as consumers generally are not 
purchasing beyond current wants, for 
which they pay regular prices. The 
National Lead Oo. have made no 
change in their quotations, which 
range from 6\%c and upwards for lead 
in oil and 6c for dry, less the usual 
discounts. There is no change in the 
position of the outside corroders, who 
are keeping a sharp lookout for or- 
ders, not only in the West but in the 
East as well. If current gossip can be 
relied upon considerable cutting in 
prices is being done by the various 
corroders to secure advantageous or- 
ders. Their nominal quotations are, 
lead in ‘oil, 64%c, and dry 65%c, less 
2%%, delivered, with an extra 4c per 
tb rebate allowed for car lots. 

Pig Lead.—The market continues 
rather weak under light dealings, at 
prices ranging from 3.40@3.45c. The 
suspension of the outpout, as reported 
as likely to occur in the West, has 
had no material effect on prices here. 
July delivery was offered at %.45c, St. 
Louis was quoted at 3 15@3.25c, and 
London £910s for soft Spanish. 

Litharge.—There is almost no de- 
mand atthe moment from the glass 
manufacturers, which, as usual at 
this season of the year, shut down for 
their summer vacation. This branch 
of the trade is somewhat demoralized 
by the financiai situation and collec- 
tions from this quarter are slow. A 
few inquiries, however, are now and 
thén made for deliveries over next 
fire for which 54% @5%ce, less the usual 
discount, are quoted.

The re 
ceipts have been about 5,500 barrels,

| larger part of the balance is under 
contract for export. Early in the 
week there appeared quite a brisk de- 
mand from the trade for export re- 
sulting in the placing of 800 barrels of 
prime summer yellow for Mediterra- 
nean ports at about 414%@42c. Later 
about 200 barrels more of prime yellow 
in lots for South America at 42@43c. 
The taking of these lots of oil for ex- 
port only confirms the belief that 
many have entertained that stocks 
abroad were getting low and it was 
only a question of time when they 
would come into the market. 
There has been rather more de- 
mand from the West and _ at 
the close several negotiations 
are under way for round lots for ship- 
ment direct from the mills at the 
south.

The 
market closes with prices nominal at 
37@38c for crude with 36c bid. Off 
crude at 30@35c as. to quality and 
test. Prime summer yellow and off 
yellow are both on the same level; for 
the former 42@43c is asked, and for 
the latter 41@42c is quoted. Butter 
oil ranges from 46@48c, with only 
limited offerings. or a_ strictl 
choice white oil they are asking 50 
51c, but there are lots of western oil 
which are offered a shade under 
these figures. Soap stock is dull at 
14%@1%c as to quantity and holder. 
Messrs. Hopkins, Dwight & Oo., in 
their weekly review of the market 
say: “There has been no amount o 
business dune during the past week 
and prices have receded in conse- 
quence of the continued dullness. We 
have already alluded to the financial 
situation as the controlling factor and 
it is useless to add anything to what 
has already been said in this line, ex- 
cepting that it still controls the situa- 
tion so far as shaping prices is con- 
cerned for all products. Buyers are 
only taking goods from hand to 
mouth for urgent needs and sales 
have been made of prime S Y oil as 
low as 41c and of crude very close to 
prime at 35c. There have been some 
saies just at the close of the week at 
41%c for prime and 43c for strictly 
prime SY, abort 850 barrels going 
to the Mediterranean ports. This is 
the only business of consequence that 
has been done during the week, other 
sales being of moderate quantities 
and in small parcels, The West is 

uite as dull as this market and for 
the same reason, the financial situation 
making the market for all products 
dull and especially affecting lard and 
provisions, so that the Western peo- 
ples are neglecting oilas much as any 
one at the moment. There has been 
also some liberal shipments of oil to 
this market, presumably of stocks 
held in the South and which bankers 
have com felled the holders to dispose 
of either by actual sale, or by con- 
signment. Our stock of oil has been 
increased, but is still very moderate, 
especially in crude. e fear that 
there will be nothing but a 
buying from hand to mouth for the 
balance of the season, especially while 
oleo stearine and tallow continue 
hard to sell and-are declining in price, 
Oleo stearine is now down to 8c and 
tallow to 4%c, Compound lard is 
nominal and the prospect for any ac- 
tivity in business for the balance of 
the summer appears at the present 
time quite doubtful. The European 
demand appears to be quite limited 
at present and exporters assert that 
their people tell them that they will 
not pay high prices for oil. Whether 
they will be compelled to do 80, or 
not, wili not be demonstrated until 
later in the season and the demand 
from that quarter is likely to remain 
quiet until there is urgent necessity 
for supply of oil. Finally, we might 
say that the financial situation is 
simply making people who consume 
cotton seed oil pursue the same policy 
that everybody else is doing in their 
own branch of trade, restricting pur- 
chases to absolute necessity and not 
accumulating any stocks, The effect 
of this policy will be depressing for 
the time being, but if confidence is 
once restored and business resumes 
its ordinary channels, it may have 
then a decided effect to stimulate the 
markets when people attempt to get 
their ordinary supplies, unless this 
restoration of confidence is deferred 
until a new crop of oil is on the 
market.”’

The easier feeling which has been 
manifest during the past week has in- 
fluenced the market to such an extent 
that a further reduction of 2c was 
deemed necessary. and the price for 
the best grade oils is now maintained 
at 72%@73c, at which price a few 
small lots have been sold.

he Humphreys’ Homeopathic 
Medicine Oo., however, after having 
enforced a similar plan for seven 
months abandoned it on the first of 
June, but their reasons for so doing 
are not definitely known. 

In an interview with Mr. G. T. Ray- 
mond, a manufacturer of proprietary 
remedies in Brooklyn, he informs us 
that the plan in question, so far as its 
substantial features are concerned, 
was originated by him about ten 
years ago and has been in constant 
operation since that time in his busi- 
ness. He finds it an eminently prac- 
tical and successful way of dealing 
with the problem of cutting and 
firmly believes that no other proposi- 
tion or plan will work or accomplish 
the end in view. Mr. Raymond’s 
opinion is that the only way 
by which a retailer can be 

uaranteed a profit, is for the manu- 

acturers to confine their sales to job- 
bing druggists only and thatit should 
be made impossible for the retailer to 
buy on better terms from the proprie- 
tor than he can from the jobber. 

On this subject Mr. Raymond set 
forth his views fully in the Druggists’ 
Circular of December, 1890, and Jan- 
uary, 1891, from which we quote his 
language as follows: ‘‘ As long as the 
manufacturers sell to cutting drug- 
gists and dry-goods dealers at the 
same price in quantity as they do to 
jobbers, just so long will the majority 
of retail druggists refuse to enthuse.”’

TRADE ITEMS. 

The President has issued a procla- 
mation calling an extra session of 
Congress, to convene on the 7th day 
of August, to consider the condition 
of the finances of the country and 

ass such laws or repeal some now in 
orce as will tend to give the relief so 
urgently required. 

The Standard Oil Company‘s works 
at Newark N. J., burned last Thurs- 
day. The oes was originally owned 
by the McKirgan Oil Company, and 
was used as a refinery. Two years 
ago the Standard people bought it 
and made it the storage and delivery 
depot for Newark. There were eleven 
small tanks on the ground and a 
building containing 2,800 barrels of 
oil. The fire started at anapthataak 
from which a driver was drawing the 
fluid into a wagon tank. He escaped 
and the horses plunged wildly and 
broké loose from the wagon. The 
flames from the burning naphtha 
quickly involved the wooden sheds 
containing empty oil and naphtha bar- 
rels. The smaller tanks took fire one 
after another and a 6,000 gallon — 
tha tank blew up with a roar. The 
two largest tanks which were near 
the railroad tracks were cooled and 
kept from boiling over. The loss is 
estimated to be $50,000. Within half 
an hour after the fire started arrange- 
ments were made for supplying the 
city with oil from the Jersey City sta- 
tjon, so that there would be no inter- 
ruption of delivery. 














The new law regulating the liability 
for losses at sea went into effect on 
Saturday. Itprovidesthat the owner 
of any vessel transporting merchan 
dise, if properly manned and equipped 
at the time of leaving port, shall not 
be liable for losses sustained in any 
way. All such losses must be borne 
hereafter by the owner of the cargo. 
To save themselves shippers must in- 
sure their cargoes. 


The Pennsylvania Plate Glass Com- 
pany has withdrawn from the Plate 
Glass Combination. The combination 
was formed a year ago to control the 
output of the polished plate glass used 
for store fronts. Seven factories joined 
in the combination whose object was 
to maintain standard prices. The 
combination decided to close the 
works sume weeks ago but the Peun- 
sylvania company decided to go ahead 
with work and withdrew to carry out 
this design. Its withdrawal is likely 
to lower the prices of polished plate 
glass in New York city and vicinity.

The large olive groves of southern 
Morocco, especially in the provinve of 
Soos, andin the districts round Mo- 
rocco city (Marakesh) and Demnat, 
afford in prosperous years abundant 
crops of olives of fair ~~ form- 
ing a very important item in their 
export lists. Owing to damage to 
trees by locusts and other causes, the 
yield in 1892 was inferior, and we find 
only a value of £5,460 shipped, against 
£43,890 in 1891 and £138,720 in 1890. 
It is noteworthy that some Europe- 
ans are beginning to turn their atten- 
tion to the oil pressing and refinin 
industry, one English and one Frenc 
press already working at Mogador, 
while a French one, on rather a large 
scale, has been established at Morocco 
city and is in brisk working order.

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


SaTuRDay Noon, July 1, 1893. 
The completion of another month 
witnessed the usual transfer of deliv- 
eries to the succeeding month and 
this accounts for most of the re- 
ported sales, the bulk of the 98,000 
barrels reported soid on Friday being 
switches to August delivery. They 
were made at premiums ranging 
from 1%@1%c, but the majority were 
made at 1%c, and that was the rate 
quoted at the close yesterday at which 
later transfers were made. Of the 
business of the week there is little to 
be said, no sales being recorded on 
Monday, Wednesday and Thursday 
but the operators and brokers showe 
some interest, at least to the extent 
of keeping watch of the course of 
trading on the Oil City exchange and 
studying the field and pipe line re- 
ports. While there have been some va- 
riations in prices the general tendency 
has been downward, probably dae to 
the increase in new _ production 
shown by the monthly field report and 
the improved average production of 
the June wells. To offset this. how- 
ever, there is an increased difference 
between runs and deliveries, and pre- 
sumably the stocks will show a fur- 
ther considerable shrinkage. The 
situation certainly warrants higher 
prices, but speculative values of pe- 
troleum are not governed by the 
law of er and demand as ap- 
lied to the commodity, though an 
active speculative movement on 
the exchanges would doubtless 
send prices upward. There is noth- 
ing in the situation to warrant 
hopes or encouragement of im- 
rovement in trading and a con- 
nuance of the monotonous dull- 
ness seems more than probable, 
The transactions during the past 
week show an increase over those of 
the previous week, the sales footing 
up 99,000 bbis against 10,000 bbls for 
the preceding week. The clearances 
of the local exchange amounted to 
320,000 bbls —- 0,000 bbls dur- 
ing the preceding week. The total 
clearances reported for the Oil City ex- 
change amounted to 2,200,000 bbis, 
against 800,000 bbls for precedin 
week. The highest price of the wee 
was recorded on Wednesday, when 
7c was reached. The lowest pointof 
the week was 55%4c, and was touched 
on Friday. The opening price last 
Monday was 560, and the close -this 
noon was at 5760, ager, gain of 
%c as a result of the week’s trading, 
while the extreme range of fluctua- 
tions for the week was 1%c.

These rolls are then rolled 
until about two inches wide and then 
cut into suitable lengths for handling. 
These pieces then go to hammers, 
where they are beaten into a very 
small fraction of their former thick- 
ness, and are then taken to the sul- 
phuric-acid bath, where each sheet is 
washed to remove all impurities, rust 
and dirt. After being thoroughly 
dried the sheets are again ham- 
mered by steam hammers until no 
further reduction is possible, there 
being a limit to which machinery can 
beused. Uptothis stage the treat- 
ment the metal receives, whether in- 
tended for metal leaf or powder, is 
identical, but now the _ process 
changes. If designed for metal leaf 
the further beating must be done by 
hand; but if for bronze powder, the 
sheets go to shears,where they are cut 
up into small particles, and now be- 
come known as clippings. These are 
now ready for the stamp mills, which

When sufficiently pulverized, the 
powder is sifted in a peculiar manner, 
the heavier and better es going 
to one receptacle and the inferior 
rades toanother. The cheaper qual- 
ties are mixed with quartz powder to 
enable them to be sold cheaply. 

The expense of manufacturing 
bronze powder rests largely in the 

roportion of the clippings, a great 
Seal of hand work being required. Of 
late parties in the United States have 
begun the manufacture of bronze 
powder and have purchased the raw 
material in Bavaria, which has ex- 
cited fears that ultimately the manu- 
facture will be successfully installed 
there and the business broken up. In 
order to prevent such a disaster to 
themselves, the manufacturers of 
bronze powder have entered into an 
arrangement whereby all agree not to 
sell any clipplings to be exported to 
the United States, except through a 
committee which places the orders 
and at an agreed price—1'25 marks 
per pound, or about 30 cents—a price 
which they hope and expect will vir- 
tually stop the demand. 

Bronze powder is sold at prices 
varying from 26 cents per pound for 
the very cheapest to 75 cents for the 
best quality, the duty being 12 cents 
per pound, irrespective of quality or 
value. The greater part of the bronze 
powder shipped from Furth is in- 
voiced at less than 50 cents per 
pound; in fact, the average is not 
over 40 cents; so it may be seen that 
the manufacturers of clippings have a 
pretty sure thing on preventing the 
manufacture of bronze powder in the 
United States so long as they can 
control the quantity and price of the 
raw material and keep the trade in 
the article which they now hold, 
There is no duty on clippings.

Tonka.—Dealers report that the con- 
sumptive distribution has been active 
this week, and although the individ- 
ual purchases were, as a rule, of mod- 
erate size, the aggregate was consid- 
erable. Full prices were realized, and 
some holders express the belief that 
quotations will go higher in the near 
future, To-day the market is firm 
for Angosture beans at $1 75@2. 





Vanilla.—This market continues to 
be attractive by reason of the good 
inquiry which the trade is experienc- 
ing and the stiff prices which are be- 
ing exacted for goods.

ing no attention. 

Essential Olis. 


The customary amount of business 
for the time of the year received at- 
tion this week, but the predominant 
feature in the trade was quietude, 
Orders for round lots were scarce,and

Anise,—This essence isin asteadier 
position, assisted by the disturbances 
in the silver market, which some in 
the trade believe will cause 4 stop- 
page of shipmentsfrom abroad.

Insect.—The market is nominally 
very firm and high butin the ab- 
sence of stocks, no offerings are being 
made, 

Lavender.—The movement is steady 
for active consumption, but no ex- 
ceptionally important lots were sold.

Saffron,—Ametican Saffron has fur- 
ther declined and is now quotable at 
35@50c but it is said that a firm bid 
for quantities at 30c would not be ob- 
jectionable.

Arabics.--There is no improvement 
to chronicle as to the distribution, 
summer depression keeping the 
movement within narrow limits. We 
continue to quote our former range

Camphor.--Competition among sec- 
ond hands keeps the market unsettled 
and goods are being offered this week 
from these sources, at prices varying 
from one cent to one cent and a haif 
below manufacturers’ quotations, 
Refiners are still firmly maintaining 
values at 50c for barrels and 5ic ior 
cases, Japan compressed blocks are 
selling at 49@5ic. 

Chiwile.—We hear of no business to 
form a basis for revised quotations, 
the market being dull and neglected 
at former prices.

The recent prosecutions were di- 
rected undoubtedly and particularly 
against the use of diluted pyroligne- 
ous acid as vinegar. We quite sympa- 
thise with this object; we do not 
think dilute pyroligneous acid should 
be supplied when vinegar is asked for. 
Mr. A. H. Allen’s definition of vinegar 
—a liquid consisting essentially of im- 
pure dilute acetic acid obtained by 
the oxidation of an alcoholic liquid— 
seems fair and reasonable. This still 
leaves the question of strength open, 
and the difference between 3 and 6 
per cent. of acetic acid is a margin 
too wide for the requirements of legi- 
timate trade. At the same time, it is 
not altogether desirable that the sale 
of a diluted pyroligneous acid should 
be prohibited. It is cheap, and if, as 
Brandt says, it lacks the ‘*bouquet”’ 
of alcoholic vinegar, we do not know 
that it has been proved to be specially 
unwholesome., Moreover, it is acetic 
acid, and that is what vinegar is gen- 
erally declared to be. Of course, it is 
not malt vinegar, and there would be 
no doubt that an offence would be 
committed if this were asked for and 
a dilute pyroligneous acid were sup- 
plied.

EXTRACTS & CARMINES 


INDIGO 


The paraffin dissolved according to 
prescriptions Nos. 1 and 2 is added to 
the color as follows: 100 parts of blanc 
fixe, together with the necessary color 
to produce the desired shade, are 
mixed and thoroughly worked up 
with eleven to fifteen parts of gela- 
tine (glue), previously soaked in 
water. From twelve to seventeen 
parts of dissolved paraffin, and about 
twelve parts of softened wax, such as 
is usually employed in the manufac- 
ture of enameled papers, are then 
added. If the color mixture is too 
thick for covering, it is thinned down 
with » corresponding quantity of 
luke-warm' water. It is passed 
through a fine hair sieve before it is 
raady for use. 

3d. The paraffin can be added to 
the color without previously dissolv- 
ingitin petroleum or bisulphide of 
carbon, inthe following way: It is 
cut into thin a mixed with 
the color paste, and the mixture 
heated to 40° O., with continued stir- 
ring, till both are thoroughly and 
completely incorporated. 

Of the above methods the first two 
are preferable to the third, as the go- 
lution of the paraffin is somewhat in- 
complete in the latter. 

Papers enameled with the above 
mixture are washable, and are capa- 
ble of being very higtly glazed. The 
paraffinhas no action on the colors, 
but the sulphuretted hydrogen liber- 
ated on long contact of the bisulphide 
of carbon and glue has an tufluence 
onthem. It is therefore recommend- 
ed that the color mixture be used up 
as quickly as possible, because as 
soon as the color has been absorbed
